_ Forests Making Gains 
Big game animals are more than 
holding their own in the national 
forests, although in many other 
areag they face serious depletion if 
not extinction. In the last ten years 
the number approximately doubled, 
and ‘wildlife census figures compiled 
recently show continuing gains, the 
Forest Service announces. 

A genera) increase in the number 
of antelopes, deer, elk, moose, and 
‘mountain sheep was shown by esti- 
mates of game animals in the na- 
tional, forests at the beginning of 
1935, compared with the preceding 
year. There was a slight decrease 
in the estimate of the number of 
bears and mountain goats.

GERMS JUMP EIGHT 
FEET IN SNEEZE, 
AUTHORITIES FIND 


Because health officials have long 
contended that ‘germs causing the 
common cold, from which several 
millions of the population suffer an- 
nually, are spread chiefly by coughs, 
and sneezes, the American Institute 
‘of Sdnitation recently conducted a 
series of experiments to determine 
just how far a germ can travel in a 
sneeze. : 

Test plates were prepared with a 
suitable medium to receive bacteria 
and were held at different distances 
from persons afflicted with cold to 
catch germs projected into the air by 
sneezes and explosive coughs. After 
being exposed to the sneezes the test 
plates.were examined after the col- 
onies of bacteria that had developed 
from ‘the seed were large enough to 
be countéd, Precautions were taken 
to. precent contamination of the 
plates from outside sources. It was 
found from the experiments that a 
deep sneéze can project germs as far 
as eight feet. Conversation carried 
on in ordinary tones may result in a 
germ screen being sent out to a dis- 

tance of two or three. feet. 

“In view of the ease by which 
eountless germs may be rained on 
surrounding objects by a sneeze or 
cough, the best way to prevent colds 
is to keep from contact with suffer- 
ers, both directly and indirectly,” 
comments the institute, “Reading a 
book or using a pencil after sneez- 
ers should be avoided. 

“Rigid rules of sanitation should 
prevail in buildings used by a num- 
ber of persons, First, all the sun- 
shine possible should be admitted. 
Drawn shades are favorable to pro- 
longing. the life of, disease bacteria 
outside the body. Yn schools and of- 
fices a modern, efficient disinfectant 
should be added to the mop water. 
Dry sweeping and dusting should be

} Pression everyone is urging the gov- 


erumept to make money and credit 
easy and to encourage expansion. 

„On the other hand, it always has 
been and always will be a dificult 
task for any government to call a 
halt in time of apparent prosperity 
because in thé very. nature of things 
the government would be very sensi- 
tive to ‘public criticism and would 
hesitate to take any action which 
would tend to curtail business ac- 
tivity. It is such undue susceptibill- 
ty. to popular demands which makes 
government banking inherently 
weak. 

“Our studies show that of all the 
central banks at present existing 
there are only four whose stock is 
owned by the government.“ 

The American Bankers Associa-
